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No health insurance 
for deputy coroner

Casey County Fiscal Court 
magistrates voted on Monday 
that the county will no longer 
offer health insurance for the 
part-time position of deputy 
coroner. 

“It’s an illegal expendi¬ 
ture,” said County Attorney 
Tom Weddle. 

At issue is whether health 
insurance can be offered 
to Deputy Coroner Mike 
Brown, who began serving 
under newly elected Coroner 
Curt Demrow in January. 

Because the position is part 
time, County Judge-Executive 
Randy Dial said the county 
cannot offer health insurance. 

“I spoke with our Anthem 
agent and he agreed if there 
was a major claim against that 
insurance policy, they would 
be justified in denying that 
claim,” Dial said. “If it’s not 
a full time employee, it’s just 
not eligible. He’s (Brown) the 
only one I think that’s ques¬ 
tionable.” 

Weddle said it could be 
devastating to the county fi¬ 
nancially for Brown to think 
he had insurance when the 
policy wasn’t in force. 

“I certainly don’t want 
someone out here thinking 
they’ve got insurance and end 
up in the hospital or much 
worse and think they have 
insurance and not have it,” 
Weddle said. 

Still, Weddle commended 
Dial for talcing action in the 
matter. 


“I want you all to know 
that he’s not trying to pick on 
anybody. He’s trying to do his 
job in disclosing that to you. 
That’s what he’s required to 
do,” Weddle said, referring 
to Dial. “That’s the law. You 
cannot take a chance on that 
coming back on the county.” 

In other action, magis¬ 
trates: 

■ Received for filing pur¬ 
poses only the County Co¬ 
operative Extension Service 
Budget Plan for 2015-16. The 
budget shows total income 
of $262,185, with $158,784 
coming from real, personal, 
and motor vehicle taxes. 

■ Heard Dial say that 
repairs to Shuck’s Creek 
Road are estimated to cost 
$175,000. FEMA officials 
will determine if it’s possible 
to secure federal funding. 
Also, Dial said that an 8-foot 
by 48-foot tile on Jonathan 
Fork Road will either have to 
be replaced with a new tile at 
$ 18,000 or be replaced with a 
box culvert. 

■ Heard Dial say that first 
reading of the 2016 county 
budget ordinance will be May 
4. 

■ Heard County Treasurer 
Debra Vaughn give the fol¬ 
lowing fund balances: Gen¬ 
eral Fund $298,741.38; Road 
Fund, $1,049,843.43; Jail 
Fund, $275,912.07; LGEA, 
$71,647.66; State, $2,889.29; 
E-911, $42,400.79. 


EDA hears 
update 
on new 
college 

Chieftain Steel and Goose 
Creek Candles in arrears 
on loan payments

The completion date for the 
new college is now just weeks 
away and members of the Lib¬ 
erty Casey County Economic 
Development Authority heard 
a report on other aspects of 
the project. 

The Casey County Com¬ 
munity and Education Center 
is scheduled to be finished on 
May 3, EDA Director Blaine 
Staat said in Monday’s meet¬ 
ing. 

Staat said that a date for the 
ribbon cutting has yet to be 
confirmed as he’s talking with 
Gov. Steve Beshear’s office 
to find a date compatible with 
his schedule. 

As for the tentative annual 
budget for the college, income 
is projected to be $32,600 a 
year, with $12,600 coming 
from rent on the Workforce In¬ 
vestment Act office, a $ 10,000 
contribution from the EDA as 
well as a $ 10,000 contribution 
from Casey County Bank for 
the next eight years. 

Yet to be determined is in¬ 
come from Campbellsville 
University, Lindsey Wilson 
College, and Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky University, all of whom 
will possibly offer classes in 
the building. 

Other sources of income 
will likely come from rent on 
the community room, vend¬ 
ing machines, fundraisers, 
and private donations. 

On the expenses side of the 
ledger, total expenses should 
be in the range of $43,660, 
with utilities, operational ex¬ 
penses, and marketing mak¬ 
ing up the lion’s share of ex-

Casey Countians come through once again to help 


As the rains fell on April 
14, many people wondered 
if the county was in for a 
repeat of the devastating 
flood that hit businesses 
along Wallace Wilkinson 
Boulevard in May 2010, 
virtually wiping out Liber¬ 
ty’s business district along 
the bypass. 

Thankfully, we were 
spared the catastrophic 
damage that changed so 
many people’s lives five 
years ago. 

The water that rose so 
quickly just after noon be¬ 
gan to recede as quickly as 
it fell, doing minimal dam¬ 
age to several businesses 
on the east side of the by¬ 
pass. 

But one thing that was 
no different from 2010 was 
the way people stepped up 
to help these business own¬ 
ers move their merchandise 
to higher ground both in¬ 
side and outside the stores. 

Mike True, owner of 
True’s Electric, shook his 
head in amazement as he 
shared how people rushed 
in to help save merchan¬ 
dise in his store, saying his 
spirits were lifted because 
of this help. 



In addition, with only 
about a foot of water getting 
in these few businesses, the 
financial loss was less than 
10 percent of what it was 
back in 2010. 

This is yet another ex¬ 
ample of the kind of people 
who live in Casey Coun¬ 
ty, those who drop what 
they’re doing to answer the 
call to come to the aid of 
their neighbors. 

While things may change 
as time goes by, this is true 
community and the way it 
used to be many years ago. 

What a blessing to work 
here and know that no mat¬ 
ter what Mother Nature 
throws at us, residents will 
come to the aid of those af¬ 
fected by it.

Nearing the site of the 
wreck, there were volun¬ 
teer firefighters out on the 
roadway directing traffic 
and making sure that emer¬ 
gency personnel on the 
scene were protected from 
oncoming traffic.

We should all be grate¬ 
ful to these brave men and 
women who serve so un¬ 
selfishly not only in fight¬ 
ing fires but also by stand¬ 
ing out on a roadway in the 
rain and cold assisting with 
traffic control. 

One way to show grati¬ 
tude to these fire depart¬ 
ments is in paying annual 
fire dues, which are volun¬ 
tarily assessed at $25 per 
household.

Higdon gives update on employment statistics 


Recently, encouraging 
economic news was reported 
regarding Kentucky’s rev¬ 
enues and unemployment 
status. According to the state 
budget office’s report this 
month, Kentucky’s revenues 
increased 4.8 percent as 
compared to March of 2014. 
hi fact, for fiscal year 2015, 
which runs from July 1,2014 
to June 30, 2015, receipts are 
up 4.1 percent and expected 
to stay that way throughout 
the final months. 

Unemployment rates are 
also encouraging. 

Kentucky’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate dropped to 5.1 per¬ 
cent in March according to a 
report from Kentucky’s Edu¬ 
cation and Workforce Devel¬ 
opment Cabinet. The report 
also states that “in March 
2015, Kentucky’s civilian la¬ 
bor force was 1,993,171, an 
increase of 5,043 individu¬ 
als compared to the previous 
month. Employment was up 
by 7,353, and the number of 
unemployed decreased by 
2,310.” In my district, ac¬ 
cording to the Bureau of La¬ 
bor Statistics, unemployment 
rates are: Casey - 6.2 percent, 
Marion - 5.4 percent. Nelson 
- 5.4 percent, Spencer - 4.4 
percent, and Jefferson - 4.9 
percent. 

While these reports indi¬ 
cate positive momentum for 
our economy, we still need 
to push for business policies 
that will attract economic 
investment and create good 
jobs. We will also keep hy¬ 
ing to advance our public 
education system with new 
ideas and tactics for a skilled

Absentee voting machines 
are available to those who 
fulfill one of the following 
criteria: 

■ You will be out of the 
county on Election Day. 

■ You are military, their 
dependents, or an overseas 
citizen. 

■ You are military per¬ 
sonnel confined to base and 
learn of your confinement 
within seven days or less of 
an election. 

■ You are a student or resi¬ 
dent who temporarily reside 
outside of the county. 

■ You are a voter or the 
spouse of a voter who has 
surgery scheduled that will 
require hospitalization on 
Election Day. 

■ You are a pregnant 
woman in your third trimes¬ 
ter. 

■ You are the following: 
a precinct election officer ap¬ 
pointed to serve in precinct 
other than his own — Alter¬ 
nate precinct officer. 

■ County Board of Elec¬ 
tions’ members, county 
board of elections’ staff, a 
deputy county clerk, or state 
board of elections’ staff. 

Anyone can request an 
absentee ballot by calling the 
county clerk before the dead¬ 
line. 

As you know, this is an in¬ 
credibly significant time for 
Kentucky as we approach 
the Kentucky Derby. All 
eyes will be on us as so many 
celebrities and dignitaries 
visit our state to enjoy the 
most thrilling two minutes 


in sports. This can be a greai 
time economically as wel 
for our region, as visitors 
take advantage of surround¬ 
ing attractions such as the 
Kentucky Bourbon Trail, anc 
other historical landmarks. 

While we enjoy the transi¬ 
tion into Spring and Summer 
I hope you and your fam¬ 
ily are managing the extreme 
weather that accompanies 
this time of year.

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Two Republicans seek to become next attorney general

State Sen. Whitney Wes¬ 
terfield from Hopkinsville 
and Lawrence County At¬ 
torney Mike Hogan - the 
two Republican candidates 
for attorney general - will 
face off in the May 19 pri¬ 
mary. 

The attorney general, 
elected to a four-year term, 
serves several roles, includ¬ 
ing the state’s chief pros¬ 
ecutor, law enforcement 
officer and the chief law 
officer. He supervises pros¬ 
ecutors in Kentucky and 
writes opinions to advise 
government agencies and 
officials of the law. 

When Westerfield and 
Hogan spoke at the GOP 
chili supper in Hodgenville 
in March, they displayed 
a mutual respect. Neither 
spoke negatively of the 
other, saving their barbs for 
the current Democratic ad¬ 
ministration. 


Both said they were ready 
to take on Democratic AG 
candidate Andy Beshear, 
the son of Governor Steve 
Beshear, in the General 
Election in November. 

Westerfield said Ken¬ 
tuckians shoidd have an 
AG to stand up for them. 

He brought up Attorney 
General Jack Conway’s re¬ 
fusal to defend Kentucky’s 
ban on same-sex marriage 
in court. Conway, who is in 
his final term and will like¬ 
ly be the Democratic candi¬ 
date for governor, made an 
emotional speech in March 
2014 saying he “came to 
the inescapable conclusion 
that if (he defended the ban 
he) would be defending 
discrimination.” 

“That I will not do,” Con¬ 
way told reporters. “As at¬ 
torney general of Kentucky 
I must draw the line when it 
comes to discrimination.” 

Westerfield said Conway 
held a press conference “to 
say he would not do what 


he was elected to do and 
cried about it.” 

Governor Beshear hired 
outside attorneys to appeal 
the federal judge’s decision 
to strike down the same-sex 
marriage ban after Conway 
refused to pursue the case. 

Hogan said too many 
candidates had used the of¬ 
fice of attorney general as 
a stepping-stone to run for 
governor. 

Hogan also linked Andy 
Beshear to the state’s drug 
addiction problem. 

Andy Beshear, a Louis¬ 
ville attorney, practices at 
Stites & Harbison, a firm 
that is one of several repre¬ 
senting Purdue Pharma, the 
manufacturer of the pain¬ 
killer Oxycontin. 

Kentucky has 120 county 
attorneys and 57 common¬ 
wealth attorneys, Hogan 
said, and “not one of them 
have any respect for Andy 
Beshear.” 

He also implied that the 


governor is doing a “shake- 
down” in Frankfort, pulling 
in funds from those want¬ 
ing to do business in the 
state, on behalf of his son’s 
political campaign. 


Whitney H. Westerfield 

Westerfield, in his first 
term as a senator, is the 
chairman of the state Senate 
Judiciary Committee. He 
served

Officials warn of e-cigarette usage 
by students on school grounds

It’s not just traditional 
cigarettes that teenagers are 
tempted to try anymore. 

E-cigarettes are becom¬ 
ing a more popular way for 
people to get their nicotine 
fix. The battery-operated de¬ 
vices have also been found 
on local schools’ grounds. 

There’s been a notice¬ 
able uptick in the amount 
of students caught with e- 
cigs at Union County Public 
Schools, said Malinda Beau¬ 
champ, the district’s public 
information officer. "There 
have been 16 discipline 
referrals regarding Union 
County High School stu¬ 
dents using e-cigarettes and 
26 cases at Union County 
Middle School. 

Numbers aren’t available 
forprevious years, but Union 
County school officials have 
noticed the rise and are tak¬ 
ing preventive measures to 
ensure it doesn’t become a 
more prevalent problem. 

Superintendent Patricia 
Sheffer recently posted a 
long message to Facebook 
warning parents about e- 
cigarettes and asked that 
they work together with the 
school system to stop the 
harmful behavior quickly. 

“The issue with students 
using eCigs doesn’t end with 
nicotine,” Sheffer said. 

Marijuana, alcohol and 
other drugs can also be in¬ 
gested through the “vape” 
device. “Many users of mar¬ 
ijuana prefer ecigs or vapes 
because it’s smokeless, 
odorless and easy to hide or 
conceal,” she said. 

“This ‘vaping’ is a concern 
in our schools and elsewhere 
among youth, because it 
can produce a nearly instant 


‘high’ with little or no detec¬ 
tion,” Sheffer said. “Even if 
a child doesn’t intend to use 
a vape for drugs, if he or she 
purchases a vape from some¬ 
one who has recently used it 
to smoke hash oil or alcohol, 
he or she will also get the re¬ 
sidual effect of the previous 
user’s drugs.” 

This has already hap¬ 
pened with the district’s high 
school and middle school 
students, she said. 

Union County Public 
Schools revamped its poli¬ 
cies and procedures manual, 
as well as its code of conduct 
handbook last July to in¬ 
clude prohibitions on e-cigs 
and vapor devices. The pol¬ 
icy prohibits students from 
using or possessing any to¬ 
bacco products, alternative 
nicotine products, or vapor 
products on school property. 

Students who violate any 
aspect of the alcohol or drug 
rule, including e-cigs or 
“vapes” on school property, 
will immediately be sent 
for a drug/alcohol screen¬ 
ing, Sheffer continued. If the 
drug screen is positive, the 
student must follow drug/al- 
cohol counseling, which will 
be at their parents’ expense. 

The school system plans 
to investigate any violation 
seriously and make every ef¬ 
fort to find the source of ac¬ 
cess to students, she said. All 
confiscated materials will be 
turned over to the local sher¬ 
iff’s office. 

Henderson County High 
has had about 15 to 20 inci¬ 
dents of students using e-cig- 
arettes at school, said Julie 
Wischer, public information 
officer for Henderson Coun¬ 
ty Schools. The usage isn’t 
considered prevalent at this 
point and hasn’t made the 
list of major infractions. 


North Middle School has 
had a few incidents with e- 
cigs, while South Middle has 
had only one recorded inci¬ 
dent. Central Academy has 
also had a minimal amount 
of infractions involving e- 
cigs, Wischer said. 

Webster County Schools 
has e-cigarettes listed under 
its policy as a tobacco prod¬ 
uct or paraphernalia, said 
Todd Marshall, Webster’s 
director of pupil personnel. 
There is no definitive num¬ 
ber on how many students 
have had discipline referrals 
for using the devices. How¬ 
ever, Marshall knows of at 
least two or three instances 
each at the high school and 
middle school. 

Though it’s a new issue, 
Marshall said “It’s high on 
every school system’s radar 
right now.” 

Marshall added that he 
heads up a committee ofprin- 
cipals, teachers, parents and 
administrators who will con¬ 
vene before the next school 
year to address changes in 
policy to the school systems 
code of conduct. It’s likely 
they will revamp the code of 
conduct to make e-cigarettes 
a separate category from to¬ 
bacco. 

Since Sheffer’s message 
was posted on Facebook, 
Beauchamp said Union 
County Public Schools has 
received positive feedback 
from thankful parents who 
are talking to their children 
about it at home. 

Sheffer urged parents 
to use the school system’s 
anonymous tip line at 
1-866-TIPLINE or 270-847- 
5463 to report any issues. 
She also asked that parents 
and guardians monitor their 
children’s social media ac¬ 
tivity.

Classes could begin as 
early as the summer with 
Somerset Community and 
Technical College leading 
the way. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Staat say that 
Chieftain Steel, with a bal¬ 
ance of $502,311 on two 
economic development 
loans, are not current on 
their quarterly loan pay¬ 
ments totaling $17,584.

As for the EDA, total 
checking and savings com¬ 
bined is $383,849.61. 

■ Accepted Assistant 
EDA Director Josh Switzer’s 
recommendation that EDA 
join Kentucky Crossroads, a 
regional coalition that covers 
11 counties including Ander¬ 
son, Boyle, Casey, Garrard, 
Lincoln, Marion, Mercer, 
Pulaski, Rockcastle, Taylor, 
and Washington. Switzer 
said the coalition promotes 
these counties to businesses 
looking to relocate to Ken¬ 
tucky. Also, with a $2,500

Columbia to have new 
mayoral election 

Adair County Community Voice 

Adair Circuit Judge Judy Vance hand¬ 
ed down a ruling Friday finding in fa¬ 
vor of Ben Arnold and ruling that a new 
mayoral race must be held in Columbia. 

The ruling comes after Arnold filed 
a civil action claiming that numerous 
discrepancies in the November elec¬ 
tion were an injustice to voters and 
the election should be thrown out. 
In making her decision, Vance examined 
precinct rosters, including voters’ names 
and signatures, city and county designa¬ 
tion coding, method of identification and 
poll workers’ initials. 

In her ruling, Vance states that under 
close review, precinct rosters reveal sev¬ 
eral clerical errors regarding the identi¬ 
fication of individual voters as well as 
classification as to city or county resi¬ 
dency. 

Theintegrityoftwovotingmachinesalso 
came into question, due to broken seals. 
Vance writes that the court is not con¬ 
vinced the election for the office of may¬ 
or was “a free and equal election” and 
declares it void. 

Elmer George, attorney for Ben Ar¬ 
nold, declared Friday to be “a good 
day for the citizens of Columbia.” 
George commended Vance for her ruling 
and said she had to spend hours reviewing 
the evidence before making the ruling. 
“People wanted a quick decision, but that 
was impossible,” he said. “There was a 
lot of evidence to review.” 

The county clerk must now make ar¬ 
rangements for a new election. George 
said he hoped it could be held with 
the May primary so the city is not 
out the cost of a separate election. 
Curtis Hardick, who was certified as Co¬ 
lumbia’s mayor after the November elec¬ 
tion, said Friday afternoon he will not 
appeal the ruling. Hardwick and the lo¬ 
cal board of elections were respondents 
in the case.

According to a report by Officer John 
Harris with the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife, Lawlor and Gene 
Corman, 68, of Edmonton, Ky., were in 
canoes on Green River. 

Corman told Harris the men had met 
at his house around 8 a.m. that morning, 
and after having breakfast, they left Law¬ 
lor ’s truck near Greensburg and came to 
Taylor County in Corman’s vehicle. 

Corman said the canoes were launched 
into Green River in Taylor County, at the 
ramp access below the dam. He told Har¬ 
ris their trip down the river began around 
10 a.m. As the men made their way down 
the river, Corman told Harris they were 
near river mile marker 8 when he looked 
back up river and noticed Lawlor was 
out of his canoe. 

Corman said he started trying to pad¬ 
dle up stream to Lawlor, who was about 
100 yards behind him, when he saw 
Lawlor in the water, holding onto his ca¬ 
noe. It was then, according to the report, 
that Lawlor’s canoe struck a log hanging 
over the river, and both Lawlor and his 
canoe went under the water, according to 
the report. 

Corman told Harris that Lawlor and 
his canoe resurfaced, but he had then be¬ 
come separated from the canoe, and he 
saw Lawlor go under water a second and 
third time, while still trying to swim. 

Corman said he was about 6 feet from 
Lawlor when Lawlor went under for a 
fourth time and never resurfaced. Ac¬ 
cording to Corman, Lawlor had a life 
jacket in his canoe, but was not wearing 
it. 

Corman said he paddled his canoe to 
the river bank and called 911. At 11:18 
a.m., Taylor County 911 received his 
call, and he remained at the location until 
he was picked up by Taylor County Res¬ 
cue personnel, according to the report. 

Corman told Harris that he and Niles 
had used the canoes about 10 times since 
January of this year, and they had around 
30 hours of water travel in the same ca¬ 
noes. 


Missing man halted 
after multi-county chase

A 65-year-old man, who took law en¬ 
forcement on a multi-county vehicular 
pursuit, was stopped in Danville Saturday. 
According to a Danville police report, 
officers assisted Washington County 
Sheriff’s Office and Boyle County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office in halting Thomas Violet, 65, 
of Bardstown, who led law enforcement 
on a multi-county pursuit. 

The vehicle pursuit originated in 
Washington County when a Washing¬ 
ton County sheriff’s deputy attempted 
to pull over Violet for a traffic stop.

The Taylor County Coroner’s Office 
responded and conducted an investiga¬ 
tion, and according to the release, Camp- 
bellsville Fire-Rescue Special Operations 
entered the water and removed the body, 
which was recovered near the location 
where Lawlor originally went missing

Army to close Fort Knox 
warrior transition

The U.S. Army announced it will 
close a $46 million facility at Fort 
Knox that cares for wounded soldiers 
less than three years after opening it. 
The warrior transitional unit operating at 
the Sgt. Maj. William E. Sumner Warrior 
Transition Battalion Complex on post is 
among 10 of 25 scheduled to close by 
August 2016. 

The complex opened in September 
2012 to help the post’s Warrior Transi¬ 
tion Unit — which began in 2007 — care 
for severely wounded soldiers returning 
from battle and help them transition to 
civilian life or back into the Army. 

During the past year, as war efforts 
have been scaled back, the number of sol¬ 
diers in the Warrior Care and Transition 
Program declined from 7,000 to 3,800 
nationwide. There are 206 remaining at 
Fort Knox, according to post officials. 
That decline prompted the Army to close 
units in 2014 and 2015. 

Officials did not say how many were 
employed by Fort Knox’s unit, but did 
say once it is closed and no longer serv¬ 
ing soldiers, employees will be reas¬ 
signed locally where possible or across 
the U.S. Army Medical Command. 

Col. Chris Toner said the Army was 
“very hesitant to take a big leap for¬ 
ward” and shut down units for the sec¬ 
ond straight year. 

Closing the 10 units will affect about 
800 soldiers and 300 employees and will 
save the Army an expected $352 million, 
he said. 

Throughout the history of the tran¬ 
sition units, about 40 percent of pa¬ 
tients were able to return to duty, 
while the rest left the military. 
The other nine units scheduled to close 
are Fort Gordon, Ga.; Joint Base Lang- 
ley-Eustis, Virginia; Fort Leonard Wood, 
Missouri; Fort Sill, Okla.; Fort Polk, La.; 
Fort Wainwright, Ala.; Joint Base El- 
mendorf-Richardson, Ala.; Fort Meade, 
Md.; and Naval Medical Center, San Di¬ 
ego, Calif.

April is Autism Awareness Month 


What do we know about 
autism in 2015? Over the 
last 20 years studies have 
grown exponentially and 
we have learned that it is 
a multi factorial condition, 
not caused by vaccines. The 
latter has been refuted time 
and time again by study af¬ 
ter study. It is true that the 
incidence has increased, it 
is now 1 in 68 children with 
boys outnumbering girls by 
5:1; most have average or 
about average intelligence. 

A change in diagnostic 
classification may be partly 
responsible for the higher 
incidence. For example, 
many individuals once di¬ 
agnosed with profound in¬ 
tellectual disability, Asperg¬ 
er’s syndrome and Fragile 
X syndrome, now fall un¬ 
der the autism umbrella. 
Also we are much better at 
identifying children with 
this condition. What we are 
still not very good at is di¬ 
agnosing it early. Most chil¬ 
dren identified with autism 
get this diagnosis around 
age 4 but it would be much 


better if it was by 2 years of 
age, as intervention really 
makes a difference to long 
term outcomes. Develop¬ 
mental screening tools are 
now used by pediatricians 
so this should improve in 
the future. 

It is now known that au¬ 
tism is associated with ge¬ 
netic and environmental 
factors Many correlation 
studies have shown an asso¬ 
ciation with older maternal 
and paternal age, maternal 
obesity and pollution as well 
as a family history of au¬ 
tism. Although correlation 
does not mean causation it 
prompts more studies. A re¬ 
cent study found abnormali¬ 
ties of brain development in 
youngsters with autism and 
points to early gestational 
differences in how the brain 
is being formed. Thus the 
current understanding is that 
prenatal influences, whether 
they be genetic or environ¬ 
mental are responsible for 
brain development abnor¬ 
malities found in autism. 

Parents are usually the 


first to pick up signs that 
all is not well. Almost ev¬ 
eryone now has access to 
typical infant development 
on websites, through health 
departments and their pe¬ 
diatricians. Babies should 
be interacting socially with 
their parents at an early age- 
4 months. By age 18 months 
they should be using at least 
six words and communicate 
by pointing. Interaction and 
stimulation is necessary for 
both normally and slowly 
developing children. TV is 
not a substitute and should 
be avoided altogether in 
the young and limited to no 
more than two hours a day 
in older children.

Dear Looking, 

While most doctors agree 
that people with moderate 
to severe dementia should 
not take the wheel, in the 
early stages, the medical 
consensus is that driving 
performance should be the 
determining factor of when 
to stop driving, not the dis¬ 
ease itself. 

With that said, it’s also 
important to realize that as 
your dad’s driving skills de¬ 
teriorate over time from the 
disease, he might not recog¬ 
nize it. So it’s very impor¬ 
tant that you work closely 
with him and his doctor to 
monitor his driving. Here 
are some tips that can help. 


Warning Signs 

The best way to keep tabs 
on your dad’s driving is to 
take frequent rides with him 
watching out for key warning 
signs. For example: Does he 
have trouble remembering 
routes to familiar places? 
Does he drive at inappropri¬ 
ate speeds, tailgate or drift 
between lanes? Does he 
react slowly or make poor 
driving decisions? Also, has 
your dad had any fender 
benders or tickets lately, or 
have you noticed any dents 
or scrapes on his vehicle? 
These, too, are red flags. 

If you need some assess- 


Transition Tips 

Through your assess¬ 
ments, if you believe it’s 
still safe for your dad to 
drive, you may want to 
start recommending some 
simple adjustments to en¬ 
sure his safety, like driving 
only in daylight and on fa¬ 
miliar routes, and avoiding 
busy roads and bad weather. 
Also, see if he will sign an 
Alzheimer’s “driving con¬ 
tract” (see alz.org/driving 
to print one) that designates 
someone to tell him when 
it’s no longer safe to drive. 

In addition, you should 
also consider getting a GPS 
vehicle tracking system for 
his car (like motosafety. 
com or mobicopilot.com) 
to help you keep an eye on 
him. These devices will let 
you track exactly where he’s 
driving, and allow you to 
set up zones and speed lim¬ 
its that will notify you via 
email or text message when 
he exits an area or arrives at 
a designated location, and if 
he’s driving too fast. 


You also need to have a 
plan for alternative trans¬ 
portation (including a list 
of family, friends and lo¬ 
cal transportation services) 
that will help your dad get 
around after he stops driv¬ 
ing.

Time to Quit 

When your dad’s driving 
gets to the point that he can 
no longer drive safely, you’ll 
need to talk to him. It’s actu¬ 
ally best to start having these 
conversations in the early 
stages of the disease, before 
he needs to quit driving, so 
he can prepare himself. 


Refuses To Quit 

If your dad refuses to quit 
you have several options. 
First, suggest a visit to his 
doctor who can give them 
a medical evaluation, and 
“prescribe” that he stops 
driving. Older people will 
often listen to their doctor 
before they will listen to 
their own family. 

If he still refuses, contact 
your local Department of 
Motor Vehicles (DMV) to 
see if they can help. Some 
states require doctors to re¬ 
port new dementia cases to 
the DMV, who can revoke 
the person’s license. 

If all these fail, consider 
hiding his keys or just take 
them away. You could also 
disable his vehicle, park it in 
another location so he can’t 
see it or have access to it, or 
sell it.

Sixteen heifers awarded for 16 th Annual"! Love Cows"contest 




More than 120 people 
from across the state gath¬ 
ered April 4 at the Mercer 
County Extension Office 
for the 16th Annual Dustin 
Worthington “I Love Cows” 
Essay Contest awards cer¬ 
emony. This year’s cere¬ 
mony saw 16 heifers given 
away to students who par¬ 
ticipated in the contest. The 
contest is open to all FFA 
& 4-H members interested 
in the cattle industry in 
Kentucky. 

Over 87 entries from 38 
counties were judged by 
local committee to select 
the winners. Again this 
year the program included 
at-large statewide awards 


in each 4-H organization 
and FFA organization. Any 
youth in the state of Ken¬ 
tucky could apply with 
the exception of counties 
that have a county contest. 
The counties contests were 
open to the youth in Boyle, 
Breckinridge, Casey, Lin¬ 
coln, Madison, Marion, 
Mason, McLean, Mercer, 
Metcalfe, Nelson, Pulaski, 
and Washington counties. 

The award was estab¬ 
lished in 2000 after the 
death of Dustin Worthing¬ 
ton, a Mercer County teen 
who was involved in the 
cattle industry. Worthing¬ 
ton was killed along with 
his friend Dale Goodpaster 


in an automobile accident 
on April 4, 2000 near the 
community of Mayo in 
Mercer County. In 2000, 
two registered beef heifers 
were donated and given 
away. To date 232 animals 
have been awarded to 4-H/ 
FFA youth across the state. 

Casey County awarded 
two heifers. Stephanie 
Blackwood, a 2014 winner, 
donated a heifer which was 
won by Laci Lee. The sec¬ 
ond heifer was donated by 
Ashley Ware, a 2011 win¬ 
ner, and awarded to Presley 
Woodrum. 

This program encourages 
but does not require youth 
to participate in a “chain 


program.” This is when the 
first-born heifer is donated 
back to the program. Some 
of the past winners have 
volunteered to donate their 
first heifer calf back to the 
fund for future winners. To 
date, 84 past winners have 
donated animals back to 
the program.

“Ha¬ 
ley Price picked up a hit to 
put Myla McGowan into 
scoring position after she 
earned a walk. Shantel Lee 
scored McGowan with a 
gap hit combined with an 
error on them.” 

It was the third inning 
when the mistakes began 


to rear their ugly head, and 
cause problems for Casey 
County on the scoreboard. 

“We didn’t make the rou¬ 
tine plays,” added Shugars. 
“Missed popups that were 
right to us, and gave them 
several walks that put them 
into scoring position.” 

McCreary put up four 
runs in that mistake- 
plagued inning. Combine 
that with seven Lady Reb¬ 
els left on base and it was a 
9-1 loss for Casey County. 

Haley Price went 2-for- 
3 and Alyx Streeval was 
l-for-3. Sarah Adkins fin¬ 
ished the game in center 
field after the fourth inning, 
and “made several good 
plays” for Shugars after the 
move. 

Against Oneida (Tenn.), 
the Lady Rebels started 
out promising. The Casey 
County hitters peppered 
the field with hit after hit as 
Lauren Wethington drove 
one to right followed by a 
smack to left by Streeval. 
Lois Blankenship hit into 
a double play, but that put 
Wethington 90 feet from 
home with Lashaya Car¬ 
men into the box next. Car¬ 
men crushed Mr. Rawlings 
into center to score Weth¬ 
ington. 

“Our first five batters 
made contact,” Shugars 
said. “We started off well. 


We are improving each 
game.” 

Oneida put a five-spot 
on the board in the bottom 
of that inning, and forced 
a pitching change early. 
Blankenship took over in 
the circle, and put in some 
positive work for the Lady 
Rebels. 

“Lois (Blankenship) 
worked hard for us to¬ 
day,” said Shugars. “I see 
potential in splitting time 
between her and Haley 
(Price).”

“Weather did not affect 
our momentum,” Hammond 
pointed out. “Facing three 
opponents that are ranked in 
the top 25 in the state broke 
our momentum.” 

On Friday, the Rebels 
faced Mercer County, and the 
Titans defense took care of 
business. 

A Blaine Sharp single was 
the only blemish for Mercer 
en route to a 7-0 win, but the 
blemishes for Casey County 
were many as the Rebels 
piled up eight errors in the 
contest.

“An informed and 
knowledgeable boat opera¬ 
tor is much more likely to 
recognize hazardous con¬ 
ditions on the water and 
avoid a boating mishap,” 
said National Association 
of State Boating Law Ad¬ 
ministrators President El¬ 
eanor Mariani. 

“Classroom courses are 
offered through local boat¬ 
ing safety organizations, 
such as the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary and United 


States Power Squadrons,” 
she said. “Online courses 
are available 24/7 and pro¬ 
vide state-specific informa¬ 
tion needed for your boat¬ 
ing location. Completion 
of a course increases your 
chances for having fun on 
the water.”
